Kyner 
was considered one of the strongest 
union men In the district. For a num- 
ber of days editorials and statements 
have appeared In tho Record which 
incensed the military.otllcers, and It 
was decided to close up the paper 
and thus do away with this encourage 
jnent for the strikers.

miners In the district.

Editor Kyner has been under survoll 
lance and It was thought at one time 
that his arrest would be made last 
week.

up the street under heavy guard were 
awed by the martial showing.

Illlnoli Crop Bulletin Shows Weather 


for Week Has Been Good 


for the Farmers. 


Springfield. III.; Snpl. 30.—The crop

Official Statement. 


At the close of the conference a 


statement was given but to the press 
quoting tho president' as saying to the 
labor leaders: 


"As regards the Miller case, I hava 


little to add In what t have already 
said. In dealing with It I ask you to 
remember that I am dealing purely 
with the relation of the government 
to Us employes. 
I must govern my 


action by the laws of the land, which 
I am sworn to administer, and which 
differentiate any case In which the 
government of the United States Is a 
party from all other ciso« whatsoever. 


Cannot Discriminate. 
. . 


"These laws are enacted for the ben- 


efit of tho whole people, and cannot 
and must not be construed as permit- 
ting discrimination against some bf 
the people. I am president of alt th» 
people of the United States without 
regard to crr>ed, color, birthplace, oc- 
cupation or social conditions. My aim 
Is to do equal and exact justice an 
among thorn all. 


"In the emp'->>'ment and dismissal 


of men In the government service I 
can no more recognize t i fact that a 
man docs or dcr<j not belong to a 
union as being ibr or against him than 
I can recognize the fact that he la a 
Protestant or a Catholic, a Jaw or a 
Gentile as being for or against him. 


Decision Is Final. 


"In the communications sent me by 


various labor organizations protesting 
against the retention of Miller In the 
government 
printing 
olllce, 
the 


grounds alleg«d are two-fold: (1) That 
he Is a nonunion man; (2) That he Is 
not personally fit. 


"The question of his personal fit-_ 


ness Is ono to be settled In the routine* 
of administrative detail, and cannot 
be allowed to conflict with or to com- 
plicate tho larger question of govern- 
mental discrimination for or against 
him or any other man becauso he Is 
or Is not u rrmber of n union. 


"This IH the only question now be- 


fore me for decision, and as to this 
my decision Is tlnal."
